Located  in  southeastern  Montana,  Custer  County  is  Montana's  15th 
most  populous  with  1 1 ,697  residents,  according  to  the  1 990  Census. 

Miles  City,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  1 0th  largest  city  with  a 
population  of  8,46 1 .  The  city  has  been  a  major  trade  and  services  center 
for  more  than  1 00  years.  Ranching  and  farming  remain  the  foundation  of 
the  area's  economy.  Nicknamed  the  "Cowboy  Capital  of  Montana," 
Miles  City  is  host  to  the  world  famous  Jaycee  Bucking  Horse  Sale  held 
annually  in  May. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Custer  County  households  in  1989  was  $21,348.  The  county  is  3,793.4 
square  miles  in  area;  3,783.3  square  miles  in  land  area  and  10. 1  in  inland 
water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  range  from  a  minimum  of  5  degrees  above  in 
January  to  a  maximum  of  89  degrees  above  in  July.  The  annual  average 
precipitation  is  14  inches  and  the  average  growing  season  1 58  days.
